VALOR WAS THERE IN SHAPE 


Like Recklessness It Looked Until 
the Intrepid Leader Hai His 
Hardy Followers Safely 
Away from English 
Troops. 


Bloemfontein, Thursday. December 9 
The details of General Dewet's escape 
from the encircling British columns show 
that it was one of the boldest incidents 
of the war. When Haasbroek's command 
joined Dewet December 12th, some fifteen 
milea east of Thabanchu, General Knox 
Was only about an hour distant, and the 
Boer aituation appeared ‘Oeaperate. But 
Dewet was equa} to the o¢caston, Dis- 
patching Haasbroek westward, to make 
a feint at Victoria nek, Dewet prepared 
to break through the Reftiah columns at 
Springhaau nek pase, about four miles 
of broad, flat, unbroken ground. At the 
entrance were two fortified poata, while 
artillery Waa posted on a Nill eastward 


Watching the Boers, Buddenly a magnif-

cent spectacle Waa presented. The whole 
Noer army of 2,500 men atarted at a gal- 
lop, in open order, through the nek. 
Prealdent Steyn and Pelt Fourte led the 
charge and Dewet brought up the rear. 
The British guns and rides boomed and 
rattled incessantly. The Boers rat tried 
the eastward route; but, encountering 
artillery, they diverged and galloped to 
the front of the hill to the westward, 
where the fire of oniy a single pcset was 
effective. 

The whole maneuver was a piece of 
magnificent daring and its success was 
complete, in apite of the loss of a fifteen- 
rounder and twenty-five prisoners. 

The British force detached after Haas- 
broek came in contact With hls com- 
mando at nightfall, | The burghers were 
scattered and Welsh yeomanry galloped 
among the retreat! Boers, using their 
revolvers and butt ends of their rifles with 
great effect. 

An incident of the fight was the gal- 
lop of a British ammunition wagon right 
through the acattered Boers, the gunners 
using their revolvers freely.

Well Known Virginian Succumbs 
Suddenly at Williamsburg. 

Newport News, Va., December 21.— 
Hon. Richard A. Wise, congressman 
from the Second Virginia district, died 
suddenly at his home in Willlamsburg 
this morning. He had long been a gut- 
terer from Bright's disease. 

Dr. Wise was defeated for congrésa in 
the last election by Hon. Harry May- 
nard. He was a son of the late Gov- 
ernor Henry A. Wise, of Virginia, and 
for many years had been @ conspicuous 
figure in politics. Dr. Wise was born in 
Philadelphia at the home of his mater- 
nal grandfather, Hon. John Sergeant, in 
8423, 
aso served in the Confederate army 
from the beginning to the end of the 
war, giving up hie studies at William 
and Mary college to enllat. At the close 
of the war he had attained the station 
and rank of Inspector genera! of Wise's 
brigade, Anderson's corps, Ho waa af- 
terward graduated from the medical col- 
lege of Virginia in 1867 and became a 
member of the faculty of William and 
Mary college, filling the cheir of physi- 
ology and chemistry. In 1886 he War 
elected to the state legislature.

West Point, N. T., December 21.—The 
military court of inqutry into the al- 
leged brutal cases of hasing, which are 
said to have caused the death of Cadets 
Boos and Breth, will not be able to fin- 
ish its work this week. The remainder 
of the testimony probably will be se- 
cured by the end of next week. 

Today the story of the fight between 
Keller and Boos in Fort Putnam, on. the 
h of August, 1808, was told by Keller’ 
himeelf, as well as by some of the sec- 
onda and the sentinela who were poated 
to watch for officera who might inter- 
tere Their account did not differ from 
those of the other witnesses, who said 
Roos lald down without being hurt. es- 
eral witnesses teatified to the lack of 
mental vitality possessed by Roos, and 
Instructor of Mathematica Lieutenant 
W. F. Coe sald that his men- 
tal qualities were § ineufficient to 
enable him to pass the  neces- 
sary examinations, with the inference 
that it was on this account Boos re- 
signed rather than be found deficient. 

A letter was read in court from the 
Rev, Dr. Allison, of Bristol, Pa. It was 
written in reply to the one published 
from Cadet Burnett, president of the Y. 
M. C. A. at the academy. Dr. Allison 
says that Boos was not a man to read 
novels hidden in a Bible. 

Cadet Prentice testified today that he 
saw Boos reading a paper backed book 
hidden inside of a Bible, but he could 
not tell the name of it. 

Cadet W. R. Bettison, of Kentucky, 
who spoke to Booz when the latter was 
doing sentry duty, correcting him for 
not covering his post properly, was 
called. In reply to General Brooke, Bet- 
tison acknowledged that it was.a viola- 
tion ef the regulations to talk to the 
man on guard, and also that the fight 
between Boos and Keller was the out- 
come of that interference. General 
Brooke, speaking very angrily, told Bet- 
tison that he had no right to place Boos 
in that position.

Graham pushed Wesley Mimbs around, 
and as he did so, a pistol ball came by 
his head, singing his hair near hia right 
ear. 

The party separated, Graham and Hall 
going to their homes, and the two Mimbs 
boys supposedly going to theirs. Graham 
did not know anybody had been hurt 
until he was arrested thia morning and 
told that Wesley Mimbs had been killed.

Interesting 


SOME OF HIS EXPERIMENTS 


Thinks Gas Fumigation Will Kill the 
White Fly. 


| PESTS TWAT ATTACK TWE ORANGES 


Professor Woodsworth Will Give At- 
tention to the Cushiéh Scale. 
How To Prepare Fruit. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December A.- Ope- 
cial.)\—The inysstigations of diseases po- 
cullar to citrus fruits began today oo 
southern Florida by Professor C. W. 
Woodsworth, state entomologist of Can 
fornia, and Professor H. A. 
state entomologist of Florida, are creat- 
ing the most intense interest among the 
orange growers of the state; and as the 
results will be published in bulletin prob- 
ably by the United States department 
of agriculture, there is national signifi- 
cance in the work. 

These entomologists will study and ex- 
periment as fully as possible with the 
methods for destroying the white fly. 
Professor Gossard has been studying this 
insect and‘ experimenting for several 
years with the gas fumigation and other 
methods of exterminating it and has 
written several Quilletins on the subject. 
In his report to the State Horticultural 
Society recently he expressed the hope 
that one or two tent gas fumigations 
of the trees each year would be suf- 
ficient to protect them entirely from 
the injury. not only of the white fly. 
but of other insects. Professor Weber's 
resin wash was also recommended as a 
remedy. Crude petroleum has lately 
been suggested as a means of killing 
the filles and it may be that experiments 
with it may be conducted. 

Professor Woodsworth will give espe- 
cial attention to the cottony cushion 
scale. This disease is well known to the 
orange growers in California and is said 
to have resulted in considerable damage. 
In Florida, except in limited areas, it has 
not been a serious cause of trouble, and 
the growers have been able to cone 
with it. It was known in the California 
orange groves several years before it 
appeared in Florida, and it is supposed 
to have been introduced in Florida from 
that state. 

One of the most important matters to 
be considered will be an investigation 
of the best methods of preparing fruit 
for the market that has been injured in 
appearance only by sooty mold. The in- 
cruatation of sooty mold is the effect of 
exudations from the white fly. The qual- 
ity of the orange for table use is not 
affected by this mold, but the color is 
rendered inferior and the market value 
of the fruit thus impaired. How best to 
improve the appearance of the fruit, 
cleansing it, is, therefore, an important 
question, and this investigation which 
will probably continue until February 
16th, is expected to settle this problem.

RESIGNATION IS WITHDRAWN. 


Mayor James G. Woodward Demands 
Paper of Council at Yester- 
day’s Meeting. 

Fulfilling general expectations, Mayor 
James G. Woodward yesterday afternoon 
withdrew his conditional! resignation from 
the, hands of the city council before that 
body was given an opportunity to act 
upon it. This action put a period to the 
resignation agitation, and means that 
Mayor Woodward will continue in the 
c#pacity of mayor until January ist. when 
Mayor-elect Mims will assume the reins 

of office. 

The withdrawal of the paper, which 
was tendered to council last Monday by 
Councilmen Harwell and Rawson, was 
attended with no discussion whatever, 
and it required the pace of only a very 
few moments to: definitely settle the 
muddled mayoralty question. 

Following is the communication of the 
mayor, withdrawing his resignation: 

„Atlanta, Ga., December 20, 190. To 
Gentle- 
men: Learning that a paper has been 
transmitted to you as my official resig- 
nation of the office of mayor of the city 
of Atlanta, I tako this method of in- 
forming you that the same was handed 
in without my knowledge or cona:nt, and 
that I hereby withdraw the same. The 
reasons for this withdrawal are clear to 
me, as is aiso the manner in which said 
document was originally obtained. Very 
respectfully, J. G. WOODWARD, 

„Mayor of the City of Atlanta. Ga.“ 

The presentation of this communica- 
tlon created very little, if any, surprise, 
as it bas been generally understood that 
soch action would be taken by the 
mayor. The members of council seemed 
to be perfectly satisfied with the course 
pursued by the executive, and there will 
be no further movement to remove him 
from office, as he now has only a few 
more days to serve. 

After the reading of the paper had been 
concluded, a motion to accept it was 
made, but Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson ruled 
that this was unnecessary, and Alderman 
Johnson then moved to lay all of the 
matter relating to the resignation on tne 
table. The yeas and nays were called on 
the motion, and tle vote resulted 28 
follows:

strect yesterday evening. surrounded by 
an admiring and Inquisitive circle of news- 
boys. The two jackies belonged to the 
recruiting detachment from the Pensa- 
cola navy yard now in Atlanta, to help 
swell the republic's navy to impertalistic 
proportions, and the elder tar was an ob- 
ject of something more than ordinary in- 
terest by reason of the fact that he was 
with Dewey at Manila on that memora- 
ble Sunday morning in May. 8 

A reporter of the Constitution engaged 
the swarthy little man with the heavy 
brow in conversation and was repald by 
a graphic, salilor-wise tale of the great 
naval battle in Mantla bay; in which he 
had participated as a member of the crew 
of the United States cruiser Raleigh. 

The hospital steward's name is J. J. 
Tejada, a full-blooded Cuban and one of 
Uncle Sam's man o' warsmer for twenty- 
seven years. The story of Manila is hack- 
neyed after nearly three years of recital, 
but Mr. Tejada furnished same interest- 
ing testimony from the standpoint of an 
cyewitness with regard to several dis- 
puted matters. ’ 

For instance, apropos of Naval Con- 
structor Hobson's statement that the 
Spanish fleet was not sunk as the result 
of the well-directed fire of the American 
ships, but was scuttled by its own crews 
to keep it from falling into the hands of 
the enemy, Mr. Tejada raid he and many 
of his fellow sailors visited the wrecks 
end were to a man of the opinion that 
every vessel of the fourteen in Admiral 
Montejo's squadron, save two small gun- 
beats, had been literally blown to the bot- 
tom of the bay by Dewey's guns. 

The famous shot that entered the stern 
of the flagship Reina Christina and raked 
her fore and aft, setting her afire and 
putting her out of the fight, with a fright- 
ful mortality, is popularly supposed to 
have been fired from the Olympia, Ad- 
miral Dewey’s flagship, and the name of 
the man behind the gun has been glori- 
fled in much jingling doggerel. Steward 
Tejada said the men on the Raleigh who 
occupied a position where they saw the 
shot fired and noted its effect instantly, 
knew better. He declared that a gunner 
on the little dispatch boat Petrel deserved 
the honor of causing the Spanish admiral 
to have to transfer his flag to the Isla de 
Luzon by the most effective shot ever 
recorded in naval warfare. ; 

The Raleigh fired the first and last gun 
at Manila, a fact that the little Cuban 
spoke of with a fighting jackie’s pride. 
In speaking of the excellent marksman- 
ship of the gunners of the fleet, he was 
asked if there was any truth in the story 
that the crack gunners were Englishmen 
that the Americans had taken on at Hong 
Kong by the payment to them of hand- 
some bounties before clearing the Chinese 
port. Steward Tejada said no with em- 
phasis—a sailor's emphasis, which has 
passed into a proverb. He declared that 
every shot was fired by a regular mem- 
ber of the United States navy, and that 
Lieutenant Hobson to the contrary not- 
withstanding, many shots went below 
the water line of the enemy's hulls.

„Hell Sauce“ as a War Irritant. 

The virtues of “hell sauce” as a war 
irritant seem to shine out through the 
reluctancy of the evidence now being 
rendered before the military court of 
investigation in session at West Point. 

Whether tobasco sauce takes the 
starch out of an over-proud pleb or 
endues him with the necessary ardor 
for the duties of his after life, does not 
clearly appear. According to Cadet 
Booz. now dead and unable to speak 
for himself, the liquid was adminis- 
tered in generous quantities, while, ac- 
cording to the cadets discreetly living, 
the plebs in the summer of 1898 “were 
treated to the flery potion, some tak- 
ing it on their fingers and then putting 
their fingers in their mouths, and oth- 
ers having it squirted directly into 
their mouths. Booz was hazed fre- 
quently, it came out in the evidence, 
and was put to various exhausting tests 
of strength, such as holding out Indian 
clubs until his arms dropped through 
sheer fatigue.“ As to how Booz was 
knocked out, Cadet Herr said that— 


At the outset there was an exchange 
of blows. After a Httle sparring Keller 
landed a blow on one of Boosz's eyes. 
Booz turned his face away and tried 
tc avold the blows. Keller cried out to 
Booz to stand up and fight. Booz was 
struck in the body and “just sort of 
flopped down.“ Herr said Roos ran 
around the ring and fell down this way, 
under body blows, two or three times. 
Each time he was helped to his feet. 
The last time he fell down—or was 
knocked down—Booz cried and said he 
would give up the fight. Herr said he 
did not think Boos was really knocked 
out. He saw no marks on Boos's body, 

With.¢his evidence as a basis, it 
would appear that Superintendent 
Mills was somewhat premature when 
he rushed into print with the declara- 
tion that there “is no hazing in West 
Point.” Five other incidents of sim- 
ilar character during the same week 
were brought to light. 

The extent to which religion was 
brought into the evidence would indi- 
cate that the opposition is not to re- 
ligion, but to religious disposition. 
Thus: 

“If a cadet who was called ont to fight 
conscientiously refused to do so, would 
there be prejudice against him?“ 

„1 think so, by some of the cadets, 
but I never knew of such a case,“ an- 
swered Cadet Hinrichs. 

Then as to Booz: 

„Boos was unpopular,’ testified Oadet 
F. S. Longley. 

Why?“ 

„1 don’t know why, except that he 
was of a retiring nature.“ 

And this: 

“Was Boos addicted to reading his 
Bible in barracks?" 3 

“Yes, sir; he was.“ 

To show that simple religious pro- 
fession found no obstacle to compan- 
fonship, Cadet John F. Munroe said 
he was a Roman Catholic, but had 
never suffered at the post on account 
of his religion; and Cadet Samuel 
Frankenberger told the board he was 
a Jew, and did not belong to the 
Young Men's Christian Association, 
“but had never been persecuted. on 
account of his race or religion. Ile 
said he did not believe the cadets dis- 
liked ex-Cadet Albert on account of 
his religion, but. for some personal 
reason. Albert was not ‘companion- 
able.“ a 

The fact that Booz had deen com- 
pelled to read the Sunday schoo) 
speeches laudatory of himself was ex- 
lained by the experience of Cadet 
ames M. Hobson, brother of Lieuten- 
ant Hobson, who said that his broth- 
er's fame caused him to be the most 
hazed pleb at West Point. The upper 
clasa men made him stand on his head 
with his head under water until he was 
„ little strangled.” They made him 
sing and declaim newspaper articles 
about his brother and himself, while— 
Another star“ witness of the day, 30 
far as the spectators were concerned, was 
Cadet Phil“ Sheridan, son of the famous 
general, He said he got lots of hasing, 
and was made to ride a broomatick in 
memory of his father's dash to Win- 
chester, and was kept shouting “Turn, 
boya, turn! He did not undergo any 
humiltating hasing, he said, and, while 
he did not always relish the tricks, he 
never saw any @rutality in hasing. 
From the evidence thus far delivered, 
it has been proved beyond doubt that 
at the academy, and 
that ite extent is regulated by the grit 
and ready wit with which the victim 
receives it. It seems to bring out the 
idea that muscular Christianity can be 
quite at home, but that the man who 
should be in a theological seminary 
is hardly in proper surroundings in 
West Point. Altogether the affair is 
full of suggestion to students of hu- 


man nature.

teresta than any man on either hemis- 
phere. He has greater power for good 
or evil than the czar of Russia. He 
has at his command, and subject to 
his will, a greater army, in point of 
numbers, than that controlled by the 
president of the United States.“

The Reading, with 1.62 miles and gross 
earnings for last year of $23,202,688, and 
a total combined of general freight and 
coal of 5.121.383 tons carried by It. 

Lehigh Valley, with a total system of 
1,402 miles, and gross earnings for 1808 
of $19,742,538. 

Baltimore and Ohio, operating 2,046 miles 
in its system, with gross earnings from 
all lines of $28,404,922. 

The railroad developer is an out- 
come of the age in which we live and 
in whom we must be interested, wheth- 
er we like it or not. Railroad consol- 
idation is but on a par with the con- 
centration of other business interests, 
but owing to the public character of 
his holding, he comes in contact with 
the people more in the nature of a 
government official than anything else. 
The people of the south know Mr. 
Morgan through his connection with 
local railroad properties, and hence it 
must be of interest to them to find 
that he is a man of constructive mind. 
seeing larger dividends in the building 
up of the territories upon which he en- 
ters than in a wrecking policy, such 
as was pursued by the late Jay Gould.

All that 
our people ask for is justice to them- 
selves, which they aro equally ready to 
extend, and open methods, Upon such 
a basis capitalists need have no fear 
of this section,

The Mountain South. 

In enumerating the opportunities of 
the lower half of the union, it should 
be recollected that imperial as cotton 
is, governing the plain country, the 
mountain south has a monarch—the 
metals—seeking recognition. 

The growth of the New Hirmingham 
is one of the marvels of the times— 
grounded upon iron, coal and lime. 
The metal and stone area covers a 
wide extent—the Virginias. North Car- 
olina, Tennessee and northern Geor- 
gia and Alabama. Birmingham has 
but led the way--there will be others. 
The immensity of our exportation of 
metal manufactures will be seen by ita 
return at $200,000,000 thie year. 

For the ten months ending November 
lst the treasury bureau shows that 
more than $100,000,000 worth of iron 
and steel and more than $50,000,000 
worth of copper had been exported 
during the ten months, and these fig- 
ures, coupled with those relating to 
the less important manufacturing met- 


als and the articles manufactured from 


metals, but not included under these 
general terms, will bring the total for 
the year up to fully $200,000,000. Then: 

In steel rails the exports of the year 
will aggregate $12,000,000, or an average 
of $1,000,000 per month, while it was not 
until 1897 that the figures for any entire 
year reached as much as $1,100,000. In 
the fiscal year 1890 the total value of 
steel rails expcrted was $315,000; in 1896 
it was only $640,000; in 1897, $2,300,000; in 
1898, $4,500,000; in the fiscal year 1899 it 
was $5,250,000, and in the calendar year 
100 it will be fully $12,000,000. 

Nearly $1,000,000 worth of these exports 
of steel rails in 1900 go to Europe, another 
$1,000,000 to Mexico, nearly §2.000,000 to 
South America, %,000,000 to British North 
America and $2,000,000 to Asia and Oce- 
anica. : 

American locomotives also go 
with the American steel 


of railways outside of the United States 
the manufacturers of this country will 
supply during thé year about to end, fully 
$25,000,000 worth of material. 

These are the figures for the entire 
country. it ia true, but we have sunk 
our ax into the trunk, and we will chop 
off larger slices of it from year to year. 

We are proud of cotton, but we must 
not forget fron. 

Washington Follows Suit. 

That the capital city of the nation 
has trouble with terminal facilities 
has attracted the attention of con- 
greas. 

A dispatch says that the house has 
passed bills by which the “terminal 
facilities of the railroads leading into 
Washington will be improved in & 
manner worthy of the capital of the 
nation. Bills were passed com- 
pelling both the Baltimore and Ohio 
and the Pennsylvania railroads to abol- 
ish all grade crossings and to enter the 
city on elevated tracks.” 

For many years there has been a 
public demand that the present grade 
crossings be abolished. The roads have 
been willing to meet the public de- 
mand, but heretofore all legislation 
proposed to accomplish this end has 
‘been thwarted by hostile influences. 
The bills just passed were 
jointly by the engineers of the respec- 
tive roads and of the District of Co- 
lumbia, so that both the public and 
the railroads have been given exact 
justice. 

It may be that Atlanta will yet es- 
cape hostile influences as has the cap- 
ital. Patience is a virtue most divine.

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MOUNTAIN CLIMBING, THE CLIMAX OF 
~ SPORTS, MAKES MEN LOSE SELF-CONTROL 


1 


N THE entire category of sport and 

adventure tbere seems to be nothing 

that can equal mountain climbing in 
its power to intoxicate the apparently 
otherwise well-balanced individual. No 
matter how sane the man may be at the 
lower levels, let him have but a taste of 
that lightened barometric. pressure and 
he longs like a madman for more heights 
to conquer. The feelings of friends, the 
anxiety of relatives, even the dissuasion 
of wife or sister, make no impression 
upon the climber. He may promise to 
wave a flag from the top, but he will not 
promise not to go. Those ciimbers who 
spend most of thé year in the haunts of 
men and engaged in ordinary pursuilts, 
begin to get uneasy when the time comes 
for the annual pligrimage. They no 
longer view the world with more than a 
passing thought. They would be off and 
up into the high altitudes once more. All 
else is of no moment. 

Last year I described in these columns 
some of the ascents round about Murrea, 
giving a series of pictures of climbing 
upon Finsteraarhorn and other peaks of 
the Bernese Oberland. I also told of that 
awful catastrophe to Mr. Whymper’s 
party on the Matterhorn in 186, In this 
ſasue there are some remarkably good 
photographs of the Gorner Glacier, the 
Riffelhorn and other views of special in- 
terest about Zermatt. But one must have 
lived the life to really taste the pleasure 
in these adventures. It comes only with 
the hobnalled shoe and the alpenstock, 
with the smell of the ice-air and the hum 
of the snowshoe, 

My readers will remember Benen, Tyn- 
dall's favorite guide, and his death in an 
avalanche which was described in these 
columns last year. Here is one of the 
best descriptions of a siide Benen and 
Tyndall took on the Finsteraarhorn: 

“Once, upon a steep, hard slope, Be- 
nen's footing gave way; he fell, and went 
down rapidly, pulling me after him. I 
fell also, but turning quickly drove the 
spike of my hatchet into the ice, got good 
anchorage and held both fast—my suc- 
cess assuring me that I had improved as 
a mountaineer since my ascent of Mont 
We tumbled so often in the soft 
snow, and our clothes and boots were 80 
full of it, that we thought we might as 
well try the sitting posture in gliding 
down. We did so, and descended with 
extraordinary velocity, befng checked at 
intervals by a bodily immersion in the 
softer and deeper snow. I was usually 
in front of Benen, shooting down with 
the speed of an arrow, and feeling the 
check of the rope when the rapidity of 
my motion exceeded my guide’s estimate 
of what wag safe. Sometimes I was be- 
hind him, and darted at intervals with 
the swiftness of an avalanche right upon 
him; sometimes in the transverse line 
with him, with the full length of the rope 
between us, and here I found its check 
unpleasant, as it tended to make me roll 
over. My feet were usually in the air, 
and it was only necessary to turn them 
right or left, like the helm of a boat, to 
change the direction of motion and avoid 
a difficulty, while a vigorous dig of leg 
and hatchet into the snow was sufficient 
to check the motion and bring us to rest. 
Swiftly, yet cautiously, we glided into 
the region of crevasses, where we at last 
rose, quite wet, and resumed our walking 
until we reached the point where we had 
left our wine in the morning, and where 
I squeesed the water from ny wet clothes 
and partially dried them in the sun.” 

«. still more exciting experience was 
that of Tyndali's party under Jenni's 
care, on the Morteratsch, which he thus 


describes:

time in the following order: Jenni led. 
I came next, then my friend H., our in- 
trepid mountaineer, then his friend L., 
and, last of all, the guide Walter. I had 
had but little experience of the higher 
Alps, and was placed in. front of Walter, 
so that any false step on his part might 
he instantly checkod. After descending 
the rocks for a time, Jenni turned and 
esked me whether I thought it better 
to adhere to them, or to try the ice slope 
to our right. 1 pronounced in favor of 
the rocks; but he seemed to misunder- 
stand me, and turned toward the Coul- 
oir. I stopped him before he reached 
it, and said, ‘Jenni, you know where 
vou are going—the slope is pure. ice? 


He replied, ‘I know it, dut „the ice is 


quite bare for a few yards only. Across 
this exposed portion I will cut steps. 
and then the snow which covers the ice 
w'll give us footing.’ He cut the steps, 
reached the snow, and descended care- 
fully along It-all following him, appar- 
ently in good order. After a little time 
he stopped, turned, and looked upward 
at the last three men. He said some- 
thing about keeping carefully to the 
tracks, adding that a false step might 
detach an avalanche, The word wee 
scarcely uttered when I heard the sound 
of a fall behind me, then a rush, and in 
the twinkling of an eye my two friends 
and their guide, all apparently entangled 
together, whirled past me. I suddenly 
planted myself to resist thelr shock, but 
in an instant I was in their wake, for 
their impetus was ifresistible. A mo- 
ment afterward Jenni was whirled away, 
and thus all of us found ourselves rid- 
ing downward with uncontrollable speed 
on the back of an avalanche which & 
single slip had originated. 

“When thrown back by the jerk of the 
rope, I turned promptly on my face, and 
drovo my baton through the moving 
snow, seeking to anchor it in the ic® 
underneath. 1 had held it firmly thug for 
a few seconds when I came into collision 
with some obstacle, and wat rudely toss- 
ed through the air, Jenni at the same 
time being shot down upon me. Both of 
us here lost our batons. We hed, in 
fact, been carried over A crevasse, had 
hit its lower edge, our great velocity 
causing us to be pitched beyond it. I 
was quite bewildered for a moment, but 
immediately righted myself, and could 
see those in front of me half buried in 
the snow, and jolted from side to side by 
the ruts, among which they were pass- 
ing. Suddenly I saw them tumbled over 
by à lurch of the avalanche, and imme- 
diately afterward found myself imitating 
their motion. This was caused by a sec- 
ond crevasse. Jenni knew of its exist- 
ence, and plunged right into it—a brave 
and manful actio duet for the time 
unavailing. He over thirteen stone 
in weight, and he thought that by jump- 
ing into the chasm a strain might be 
put upon the rope sufficient to check 
the motion, He was, however, violently 
jerked out of the fissure, and almost 
squeesed to death by the pressure of the 
rope. 

“A long rlope was before us, which 
led directly downward to a brow where 
the glacier suddenly fell in a dectivity of 
ice. At the base of this declivity the 
glacier was cut by a series of profound 
chasme; and toward these we now 
rapidly borne. The three men 
rode upon the forehead of the avalanche, 
and were at times alinost wholly im- 
mersed in the snow; but tig: moving 
layer was thinner behird, and Jenni rose 
incessantly and, with desperate energy, 
drove his feet into the nrmer substance 
underneath. His voice, shouting ‘Halt, 


“We were all tied together et this 


Herr Jesua, halt,’ was the only one heard 


during the descent. Here H. drew his 
arm round his friend, all hope for the 
time being extinguished, while I grasped 
my belt and struggled for an instant to 
detach myself. Finding this difficult, I 
resumed the pull vron the rope. My 
share in the work was, I fear, infinitesi- 
mal: but Jenni's powerful strain made 
itnelf felt at last. Aided, probably, by 
a slight change of inclination, we brought 
the whole to rest within a short dis- 
tance of the chasm, over which, had we 
preserved our speed, a few seconds would 
have carried ws. None of us suffered 
serious damage. 

There is in ovr own American mountains 
on the Pacific slope a peak named from 
that greatest of scientists and climbers, 
Tyndall; and there is no man who tells of 
it with more effect than King, who, with 
hie comrade Cotter. made the aacension: 

„There was no foothold above us. Look- 


it seemed, and I really beileve it was, an 
impossible descent; for one can climb up- 
ward with safety where he cannot climb 
downward. To turn back was to give up 
in defeat; and we sat at least half an 
hour, suggesting all poasibie rotes to the 
summit, accepting nene, and feeling vo- 
ful. About thirty feet directly over our 
heads was tnother shelf, which, if we 
could reach, seemed to offer at leaat & 
temporary way upward. On its edge were 
two or three apikes of granite; whether 
firmly connected with the cliff, or merely 
blocks of debris, we could not tell from 
below. 1 sald to Cotter I thought of but 
one possible plan; it was to lasso one of 
these blocks, and to climb, sallor-fashion 
hand over hand up the rope. The abel? 
was so narrow that throwing the cof) of 
rope was a very difficult undertaking. I 
tried three times, and Cotter spent five 
minutes vainly whirling the loop up at the 
granite spikes At last I made a lucky 
throw, and it tightened upon one of the 
smaller protuberances. I drew the noose 
close, and very gradually threw my hun- 
dred and fifty poun4s upon the rope; then 
Cotter joined me, and for a moment we 
both hung our united weight upon it, 
Whether rock moved slightly, of 


were unable to decide: but the trial must 
be made, and I began to climb slowly. 


my body swung offered no foothold, and 
the whole climb had therefore to be done 
by the arms, an effort requiring all one’s 
determinasion. When about half way up 
I was obliged to rest, and, curling my 
feet in the rope, managed to relieve mY 
arms for a moment.

Governor Candler Refused Yesterday 
To <Approve the Oovington 
School Bill—All cf the Ap- 
propriations Went 
Through.

The general appropriation bill, together 
with all the measures passed by the 
legislature carrying special appropria- 
tions, were formally approved by Gover- 
nor Candler on yesterday. 

The aggregate revenue disposed of by 
all the bills signed yesterday is $3,770,000, 
and while the actual income of the state 
will be only $3,550,000, there need be no 
loan to cover the deficit if the governor 
holds that the public property fund of. 
$432,000 can be made uss of temporarily. 

In, signing the appropriation bill, Gov- 
ernor Candler stated that in his opinion 
the amounts given to some of the institu- 
tiong were too large, but since he could 
not reluce any particular appropriation, 
he had determined to approve the bill as 
a whole, provided the state wag able to 
pay all its obligations. 

For the firat time in a great number of 
years all the educationa] institutions of 
— have been given all they asked 
or. 

With the appropriations to the uni- 
versity at Athens and to the Teochnologi- 
cal school in this city it is assumed 
trustees of the two institutions will proceed 
to make the improvements for which the 
increased appropriations were asked. The 
Technological school now phar $40 d to be 
used principally in the construction of on 
electrical building and further eguiping 
the textile department. In addition tg 
this the din carries a conditional appro- 
peiation of $16,600, to be available when 
the friends of the school have raised from 
outside sources a sum in money and 
equipment equal to $25,000, 

The university at Athens expects to 
erect a new dormitory and make other 
needed improvements with the $22,300 ap- 
propriated for this year. 

The First Bill Vetoed. 

The first and only bill passed at the 
last session to which Governor Candler 
nas refused to give his approval is the 
loca] measure providing for a system of 
pubito schools in the city of Covington.
